Gentlemen, 

Once  again  I have  pleasure  in  reporting  to  you  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
conditions  in  your  district  in  1967  as  requested  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health 
Circular  l/68. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947 . SECTION  47 
Ho  action  was  taken  under  this  Act . 

HOUSING 

Ho  Council  houses  were  completed  in  1967  neither  were  any  privately  built 
houses. 

Four  ground  floor  flats  and  four  maisonettes  were  started  at  Graigfach. 

One  discret ionary  and  one  standard  grant  were  made  in  1967. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  Council  hires  the  driver  and  lorry  on  one  day  a week  from  the 
Rural  District  Council. 

Tipping  continues  at  the  old  tip  and  the  Council  has  discussed  purchasing 
the  tip,  the  owner  being  agreeable  to  negotiate. 

It  is  impossible  to  find  another  tip  within  or  near  the  Urban  District 
and  it  is  felt  that  it  will  be  possible  to  start  tipping  at  the  old  tip  on 
land  used  some  30  years  ago.  This  has  been  agreed  to  by  the  River  Authority  and 
this  matter  is  to  be  discussed  with  the  Welsh  Office  which  is  awaiting  a report 
from  the  Council  about  these  proposals. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE 


In  the  last  2 months  of  1967  due  to  the  extensive  foot  and  mouth  outbreak 
in  Cheshire,  Shropshire  and  the  neighbouring  counties  and  the  restriction  placed 
on  the  movement  of  animals  resulted  in  there  being  an  excessive  amount  of  killing 
at  the  local  slaughterhouse.  This  has  meant  that  Mr. Brooks  Evans  had  become 
more  or  less  a full-time  meat  inspector  and  his  other  duties  had  to  be  neglected. 

This  has  caused  a great  deal  of  concern  to  the  Council.  It  has  been  my  own 
opinion  that  meat  inspection  should  be  carried  out  by  a qualified  meat  inspector, 
and  so  Mr. Evans  has  had  an  extremely  busy  time  in  the  latter  part  cf  the  year. 

SEWERAGE 

The  works  have  been  well  maintained  during  the  year  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  produce  a good  effluent.  This  has  been  difficult  because  of  the  difficulty  in 
drying  sludge  and  because  of  the  trade  effluent  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  stock 
sale  yard. 

Experiments  with  the  use  of  coagulants  in  the  drying  of  sludge  were  continued 
and  found  to  be  helpful  and  enabled  the  works  to  be  maintained  in  a better  condition. 
Unfortunately  in  the  early  summer  there  was  a complete  breakdown  in  the  biological 
processes  in  the  filter  beds  and  this  had  an  adverse  effect  on  the  effluent.  Large 
numbers  of  dead  leeches  and  spring  tail  worms  were  collected  from  the  humus  tanks 
and  on  analysis  it  was  found  that  they  had  been  killed  by  deildrin.  Despite  every 
effort  the  source  of  this  poison  was  not  definitely  established.  At  the  end  of  the 
year  it  was  thought  the  filter  beds  were  recovering. 

There  were  no  serious  complaints  about  the  effluent  in  1967?  apart  from  one 
at  the  end  of  the  year  which  showed  considerable  deterioration. 


The  works  are  sufficient  for  the  size  of  the  present  town.  It  was  designed 
for  3,000  people  at  an  estimated  30  gallons  of  water  a day.  But  the  personal 
consumption  of  water  of  recent  years  has  risen  with  more  houses  with,  modern 
amenities  and  the  water  consumption  is  more  in  the  region  of  40  - 50  gallons  a 
day. 

The  Consultant  Engineers  was  asked  to  report  on  any  measures  that  may  he  found 
to  he  necessary  to  make  the  works  adequate  for  present  and  future  needs  of  the 
town  and  for  the  neighbouring  villages  of  Penegoes,  Felingurig  and  Forge,  to  cope 
adequately  with  the  trade  effluents  and  to  comply  with  requests  of  the  River 
Authority.  This  report  was  under  consideration  hy  the  Council  at  the  end  of  the 
year  „ 


A great  deal  of  work  has  heen  carried  out  under  difficult  conditions  in 
connection  with  infiltration  of  ground  water  into  the  sewers.  This  work  was  not 
completed  and  will  begin  again  in  the  summer.  The  sewers  had  to  he  exposed  at 
various  places  at  considerable  depth  and  under  the  water  table. 


WATER  SAMPLES 

The  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board  is  responsible  for  water  supply  to  the 
town  and  this  supply  has  been  adequate.  This  water  is  regularly  sampled  by  the 
Y/ater  Board  and  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector.  Two  such  samples  taken  in  June 
and  April  were  not  satisfactory. 

A sample  was  taken  for  chemical  analysis.

The  water  is  acid  in  character,  with  low  bicarbonate  alkalinity,  and  it 
has  corrosive  properties.  It  is  organically  pure  but  attention  is  drawn  to  the 
presence  of  lead,  zinc  and  copper.  The  quantity  of  lead  is  undesirably  high 
for  domestic  use. 


This  was  reported  to  the  Water  Board. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


There  were  23  live  births  in  Machynlleth  giving  a rate  of  12.78  per 
1,000  population  compared  with  12.71  in  1 966,  the  national  average  being 
17.2. 


There  were  no  home  confinements,  no  still  births,  no  premature 
births  and  one  illegitimate  birth. 

There  were  no  infant  deaths  as  in  1966. 

There  were  26  deaths  from  all  causes  which  gives  a death  rate  of 
14.44  per  1,000  population  compared  with  8.84  in  1966  and  with  the  national 
average  of  11.2. 

14  of  these  deaths  were  due  to  heart  disease  including  coronary- 
disease.  2 deaths  were  due  to  malignancy.  14  deaths  were  elderly  people 
over  the  age  of  75  years.

WATER  SUPPLIES  THROUGHOUT  THE  DISTRICTS 


This  information  has  very  kindly  been  supplied  hy  the  Montgomeryshire 
Water  Board., 


a.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  concerned  has  generally  been  satisfactory;, 
both  in  quality  and  in  quantity. 

b.  Bacteriological  examinations  are  carried  out  regularly  and  the 
results  are  shown  in  a later  table. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  bulk  of  unsatisfactory  samples  have  come 
from  the  Llanbrynmair  source.  This  supplies  the  extensive  mains 
layout  of  the  Machynlleth  Rural  District  Comprehensive  Scheme,  where 
owing  to  the  low  demand,  difficulty  has  been  obtained  in  maintaining 
satisfactory  results  from  the  extremities  of  the  system.  The  method 
of  treatment  has  been  modified  and  recent  results  have  proved 
satisfactory. 

c.  Plouride  content  of  the  various  supplies  is  less  than  0.001  ppm. 

d.  pH  correction  is  carried  out  where  necessary  and  values  are  such 
that  there  should  be  no  plumbo-solvent  action.
